fect 1 2 2 new state laws ranging 
fro m an ex tensio n o f tav ern ho u rs 
to a sweeping pu blic scho o l reo r­ 
ganizatio n measu re 
The 
1 2 2 newT laws are tho se 
which did no t carry emergency 
clau ses 
making 
them 
effectiv e 
when the go v erno r signed them, 
o r clau ses setting definite effec­ 
tiv e dates. Of the 38 7 new laws 
enacted, 265 carried emergency o r 
effectiv e date clau ses. 
The acts a sre pro mu lgated when 
the printed bo o ks o f new' laiws are 
deliv ered to all 92 co u nty clerks.

In a prev io u s table, the figu res 
did no t inclu de the appraisements 
placed o n u tilities and o ther co rpo ­ 
ratio ns that are assessed by the 
State Bo ard o f Tax Co mmissio ners. 
The State Bo ard assessments were 
$61,5 10 higher than fo r this y ear. 
Ru sh Co u nty , as a who le, lo st 
$449,270 o v er last y ear’s figu res, 
and o nly fo u r tax ing u nits gained, 
Po sey and Ru shv ille To wnships, 
and Carthage and Glen wo o d co rpo ­ 
ratio ns. 
Ru shv ille City lo st $100,295 . So me 
o f the lo ss is du e to lo wer assess­ 
ments placed o n railro ads. So me 
o f the lo sses in the to wnships are 
du e to the fact that liv esto ck prices 
declined, as well as the nu mber in 
pro du ctio n. Fo r o ne ex ample, there 
were 370,000 fewer bu shels o f co rn 
assessed March 1, as a y ear ago , 
and at 70 cents a bu shel, the lo ss 
amo u nted to $260,000.

Driv ers Under 
3 7 Required To 
Be Re-Ex amined 


R. C. Gilbert, Co mmissio ner o f 
Indiana Bu reau o f Mo to r Vehicles, 
has anno u nced that effectiv e Ju ly 
1, 195 9, all driv ers bo rn after Janu ­ 
ary 1, 1922, apply ing fo r renewal 
o f their driv er’s license mu st take 
the ‘ey e test’ and ‘Ru les o f the 
Ro ad’ test befo re they may be is­ 
su ed a license. 
This po licy fo llo ws the Driv ers 
Re-ex aminatio n Law which was 
passed by the 195 7 legislatu re. The 
Bu reau o f Mo to r Vehicles re-ex ­ 
amined tho se driv ers bo rn befo re 
Janu ary 1, 1922, the first two y ears 
the law was in effect, and no w they 
are co mpleting the initial re-ex ami­ 
natio n by testing all driv ers u nder 
37 y ears o f age. 
Gilbert stated that the pu rpo se 
o f initially div iding the driv ers into 
two gro u ps was to spread the pro ­ 
gram ev enly o v er a fo u r-y ear peri­ 
o d, fo r with the co mpletio n o f the 
initial testing o f all driv ers in the 
state; the law then requ ires they 
take the test o nce ev ery fo u r y ears. 
The driv er’s ex aminer is o n du ty 
at the Ru shv ille License Branch 
fro m 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. each Mo nday 
and fro m 1 p.m. to 4 p.m. each 
Frid'ay . At tho se times he giv es 
driv e tests and also ex amines ap­ 
plicants o v er 75 y ears o f age. 
Mrs. Wilma Ho u gland, branch 
manager, also reminded car o wn­ 
ers that license plates are so ld fo r 
half-price beginning Au gu st 1. 


President Sees

A Lon don n ewspaper complain s abou t the 
con dition of the garden s of San drin gham 
Hou se, the roy al family ’s priv ate residen ce 
in Norfolk. It say s tou rists who pay the 
equ iv alen t of 20 cen ts to wan der throu gh 
them see on ly “an appallin g display of 
weeds amon g a miserable collection of 
flowers.” 
The paper blames the state of the garden 
on an econ omy driv e started by Prin ce Phil­ 
ip. An attempt last y ear to redu ce ex pen ses 
at Bu ckin gham Palace by pru n in g hou se­ 
hold staff also brou ght criticism. All this 
is somewhat in con sisten t, for there is at 
the same time a lot of gru mblin g in Britain 
abou t the cost of the mon archy . 
Bu t in con sisten cy is n ormal in discu s­ 
sion s of pu blic fin an ces on both sides of 
the Atlan tic. Deman ds for econ omy are 
made in the same breath that u rges ex ­ 
pan ded pu blic serv ices. More highway s an d 
schools an d simu ltan eou s tax redu ction s 
are amon g the miracles ex pected. 
In on e form or an other, there are San d­ 
rin gham garden s ev ery where, drawin g the 
reproaches of those earn est citizen s who 
wan t gov ern men t costs cu t on ev ery thin g 
ex cept the serv ices they regard as in dis­ 
pen sable. 


COMPULSORY HOME RULE 
Recogn izin g that effectiv e home ru le for 
local u n its of gov ern men t has n ot been 
achiev ed, a commission in New York ap­ 
poin ted to su rv ey the field has reached 
some drastic con clu sion s. 
This commission proposes that the New 
York legislatu re be empowered to delegate 
an y of its law-makin g powers to local gov ­ 
ern men ts. The legislatu re wou ld then follow 
throu gh to make su re that the local u n its 
u sed their power to en act laws to deal with 
a wide v ariety of su bjects n ow left to the 
legislatu re. 
This wou ld be home ru le with a v en ge­ 
an ce. Local u n its of gov ern men t wou ld be 
warn ed, in effect, to do thu s or so, or else. 
Whether New York en acts this recom­ 
men dation is u n certain . Bu t that body of 
lawmakers is almost desperate becau se lo­ 
cal bills con su me more than half its time.

It wou ld be too mu ch to ex ­ 
pect. After all, it’s billed as a goodwill tou r. 
If there is an y solu tion of an y thin g it almost 
certain ly will hav e to come from Khru shchev , n ot 
from Nix on . Newsmen were told Mon day Nix on is 
bearin g n o special message from Presiden t Eisen ­ 
hower. 
An d Nix on on his own doesn ’t hav e the au thority 
ito deal with the Sov iet leader as Eisen hower cou ld 
if the two met later in a su mmit con feren ce. Bu t 
Khru shchev can su it himself on what he say s or 
does. 
Ju dgin g from what n ewsmen were told the v ice- 
presiden t is goin g to be polite bu t firm. He is goin g 
to say the Un ited States will n ot back u p on 
Berlin . 
Bu t this is hardly n ews, sin ce Eisen hower has 
already said the same thin g a n u mber of times. 
It’s possible that Khru shchev , u sin g bait to get 
Eisen hower in to a su mmit con feren ce, might make 
some con cession s to Nix on . 
It’s hardly likely u n less the performan ce of For­ 
eign Min ister An drei Gromy ko at Gen ev a all these 
weeks has been a stall to kill time u n til Khru shchev , 
meetin g Nix on , cou ld propose a deal on Berlin . 
Gromy ko, Secretary of State Christian A. Her- 
ter, an d the foreign min isters of Britain an d Fran ce 
hav e been meetin g, with a brief in terv al, sin ce May 
11 at Gen ev a on the fu tu re of Berlin . 
Khru shchev has deman ded the allies get their 
troops ou t of the German city . All these weeks of 
talk hav e been a kin d of rin g-arou n d-the-rosy dan ce, 
gettin g n owhere, solv in g n othin g. 
While Nix on is with Khru shchev , n ewsmen were 
told, he will try to tu rn the meetin g in to a far- 
ran gin g rev iew of su ch East-West issu es as Berlin , 
disarmamen t, atomic testin g an d trade. 
Althou gh Eisen hower has laid down a con dition 
to be met before he agrees to meet Khru shchev — 
there mu st be some progress at Gen ev a—Khru sh­ 
chev has shown n o willin gn ess to hav e the meet­ 
in g at the cost of an y major Sov iet con cession . 
There is n o reason to thin k—from his u n ben din g 
attitu de so far—that he will melt at the sight of 
Nix on .
